While it was learned that certain 
of the charges made by the exchange 
officials were based on telephone con- 
versations, it also is understood that 
they have produced or will produce 
_ jetters from the -legislators as ‘.evi- 
dence. Mr. Cromwell will go before 
the jury again’ tomorrow. 

The grand jury's investigation grew 
out of an address made by Mr. Crom- 
well last Monday before the American 
Bankers’ association, at Atlantic 
City, in which he made the charges 
against the legislators, without giving 
their names.

According to the report, two day 
coaches, one sleeper, one bazgage and 
one mail car crashed into the river, 
which was swollen by rains that swept 
parts of Wyoming this afternoon and 
night.

in the affairs of the department, and 
swore that he had always, as an of- 
ficeholder of the state, followed the 
luw and lived up to his oath of office 
to the best of his ability. He denied 
entirely that political considerations 
governed his selection of men to fill 
poritions in his department. 

At the conclusion of the Thursday 
afternoon session, Senator George 
Lankford, chairman of the committee, 
announced that there would be no fur- 
ther meetings until Menday, October 
8 Any citizen of the state who has 
evidence to present which he thinks 
will be of value to the committee in 
drawing up its report must file re- 
quest, under the committee ruling, by 
October 5. All such requests must 
be made in writing and addressed to 
the chairman. Under terms of the 
resolution’ authorizing the investiga- 
tion, hearings must be concluded and 
the committee must finish its report 
by October 22. This is within the 65 
days since adjournment of the legisla- 
ture, ‘allowed’ in’ the resolution.

Geneva, September 27.—The coun- 
cil of the league of nations after a 
two hours’ debate tonight agreed to 
submit two questions covering the 
general aspect of the league's compe- 
tency. in international complhcations 
to the permanent court of interna- 
tional justice at The Hague. This 
was brought about by the action of 
the smaller states who sent a collec- 
tive note to the council relative to an 
interpretation of the covenant. 

The council also provisionally de- 
cided that two other questions shall 
go before a special commission of emi- 
nent jurists, rather than to The 
Hague court, because they are deemed 
to be of a political, rather than a legal 
nature. One concerns the right of 
states to adopt coercive measures, 
while the other endeavors to secure 
the fixation of a country’s responsi- 
bility for crimes committed in i‘s ter- 
ritory.

The one remaining barrier is cer- 
tification of the supreme court man- 
date to the district court and then 
the serving of formal notification on 
the election board tnat the injunc- 
tion has been dissolved. It was in- 
dicated that this would be done 
promptly, the attorney general, who 
was the losing party m the friendly 
suit, having agreed, it was understood,

The purport of the communication 
was disclosed at the Geneva sessions 
of the league a few days ago, but at- 
tached to the text as made publie 
today was an explanatory statement 
saying that the note “did not indi- 
eate that this government was less 
anxious than other powers suitably 
to control the traffic in arms.” 

Dealing with objections to the con- 
vention, the note said: 

“While the application of the con- 
vention to certain designated areas 
or zones, extending in cffect the Bius- 
sels convention, may fulfill a useful 
object, the plan of the present con- 
vention is much broader. The distine- 
tive feature of this plan is not a pro- 
vision for @ genera! limitation of arm- 
ament, but the creation of a system 
of control by the signatory powers 
of the traffie-in arms and munitions, 
these signatory powers being left tree 
not only to meet their own require- 
ments in the territories subject to 
their jurisdiction but also to provide 
for supplying each other with arms 
and munitions to the full extent that 
they may see fit. 

Would Need Splendid Laws. 

“There is particuiar objection to the 
provisions by which the contracting 
parties would be prohibited from se!- 
pling arms and munitions to states nu' 
parties to the convention. By sucu 
provisions, this government would be 
required to prevent shipments of mili- 
| tary supplies to such Latin-American 
countries as have not signed or *- 
hered to the convention, however de- 


sirable it might ‘be to permit such 
shipments, merely because they are 
not signatory powers and might not 
desire to adhere to the convention. 

“It shouid be observed also that 
the acceptance by the United States 
of an agreement of the nature and 
scope of the convention of Saint Ger- 
main would call for the enactment of 
legislation to make it operative, and 
particularly for the imposition of pen- 
altie) applicable to private arms- 
producing concerns as a means of 
establishing an effective control. This

“Finally, it may be observed that

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Holder Will Aid 


Stone Mountain 
Highway Project! 


Prospects of a highway from the 
‘town of Stone Mountain to the town 
of Grayson, passing the great Confed- 
erate memorial and making it easy 
to reach from the east and the west, 
took a bright turn Thursday when a 
delegation of citizens from Gwinnett, 
Walton and DeKalb counties appeared 
before Chairman John N. Holder of 
the state highway board and obtained 
his pledge of cooperation. 

Chairman Holder rromised to intro- 
duce in the highway board, at its 
next meeting, October 5, a resolution 
requesting the federal authorities to 
make the Grayson-Stone Mountain 
rond a federal aid project. He ex- 
pressed confidence that the board 
would, pass the resolution and that 
the federal authorities would comply 
with the request. 

“Convinced of Neccssity.” 
“Of course, I cannot speak for my 


colleagues on the -highwdy board,” 
Chairman Holder raid, “but I am 
thoroughly convinced cf the public 
necessity for a highway running past 
the memorial, and will present my 
views to the other members of the 
board as strongly as I know how. 
Also, I am satisfied that if the board 
requests the federal authorities to 
make this a federal aid project, they 
will do so.” 

Federal aid would mean that half 
the cost of the highway would be paid 
by the federal government. The other 
balf would have to come from the 
counties. of DeKalb, Gwinnett and 
Walton, with as much financial as- 
sistance from the state highway de- 
partment as its funds would enable 
it to give. 

The distance from Grayson to the 
town of Stone Mountair is thirteen 
rand a fraction miles. ‘The road runs 
directly past the steep side of the 
mountain where the memorial is be- 
ing carved. It is already a fairly good 
road, but not up to standard of im- 
proved state highways, being in need 
of some better grades and widening 
and a smooth surface. At Grayson 
the road taps a state highway run- 
ning from Monroe to Lawrenceville. 
At Stone Mountain (town) it taps 
the paved boulevard running from 
Decatur to the town. 

Four Towns Represented. 

In the delegation appearing before 
Chairman Holder were prominent citt- 
zens of Monroe, headed by E. M. Wi!- 
liams and Orrin Roberts: a number of 
the leading citizens of Loganville, 
headed by C. A. Webb; of Snellville, 
headed by Professor L. P. Green and 
T. A. Pate; and of the town of Stone 
Mountain, headed by Dr. J. Cheston 
King and Steve McCuray 

All of these citizens made speeches 
urging the necessity for an improved 
highway running past the memorial. 
Without exception they declared their 
towns are swarming every day with 
tourists from the east who are hunt- 
ing the way to the mountain. As 
the existing highways now stand, it 
was pointed out, there is no improved 
highway leading to the mountain from 
the east, and people from that direc- 
tion must come all the way to At- 
lanta and double back. 

Lack of Highway Hurts. 

It was further pointed out that a 
large volume of tourists from the east 
come into the state through Hart- 
well and Athens and then branch off 
down the eastern boundary routes to 
Florida because there ix no highway 
taking them directly past the me- 
morial. 

“Georgia is not so poor that it 
cannot build a highway to the most 
glorious work of art in all history,” 
declared Dr. King. “We have simply

Mrs. C. M. Sanders, of Monroe, de- 
livered a very eloquent and effective 
plea for the highway, in which she 
described the memorial as “the su- 
preme handiwork of mankind, which 
will make our state the Mecca of the 
world for all time to come.”

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duce, it is estimated, at least twice 
as. m cotton as would otherwise 
have been possible. Yet it has cost 
the subscribers. nothing except the 
interest on the money for less than 
12 months. 

Thus ends in complete success a 
venture which attracted more than 
state-wide attention and one that few 
even among those who backed it be- 
lieved could prove entirely successful. 


Early in the year, Rome bankers! 


and merchants held a conference to 
determine what should be done to as- 
sist the farmers of the county, who 
were ‘faced with a discouraging pros- 
pect. ‘Little cotton had been made 
the year before and few farmers 
were able to buy either high grade 
seed or the calcium ‘arsenate neces- 
sary to the successful raising of a 
crop of cotton. 


Led by the bankers and encouraged 
by progressive business men of ‘the 
city and county, the ouriness interests 
of Rome raised $20,000 to be used in 
the purchase of cotton seed and cal- 
cium arsenate. Both were to be sold 
to farmers at just what they cost. 
The Georgia-Alabama Warehouse 
company agreed to store both the seed 
and the poison and to distribute it 
free of charge. 

With the fund thus raised, 120.000 
pounds of calcium arsenate and a car 
load of the best seed «f early-matur- 
ing cotton were purchased. These 
were distributed to farmers, who were 
thus able to buy for cash in small 
lots at quantity prices.

Brands Bulletin 
On Labor Tricky 


Charlotte, N. C., September 27.— 
Characterizing as “a tricky and un- 
‘derhand use of statistics’ the recent 
announcement of figures of the chil- 
'dren’s bureau of the department of 
labor, since the annulment of the fed- 
feral child labor law, David Clark, 
|publisher of the Southern Textile 
bulletin, made publie today a “letter 
'of protest” which he had written,to 
Secretary Davis, of the department of 
labor. 

Mr. Clark pointed out that “the 
periods selected for comparison were 
the first six months of 1922, when 
there Was unemployment and idle- 
ness in almost every .industria] sec- 
tion, and the first six months of 1923, 
which composed a period of unusual 
‘industrial actiyity,” and declares that 
| “there is no evidence that there was a 
greater increase in the employment of 
young people of fourteen to sixteen 
years of age than of older persons nor 
is there any evidence that there was 
any employment in violation of state 
laws or outside of the limits of the 
recent federal child labor law. 


Use “Was Underhand.” 


“It was a tricky and underhand use 
of statistics, which conveyed to the 
public the idea that child labor had 
increased 35 per cent since the federal 
child labor law had been declared un- 
constitutional and yet there wag no 
evidence whatever chat any of the in- 
creased employment was due in any 
way to the cancellation of the federal 
child labor law,” said Mr. Clark’s 
letter to Mr. Davis, 

“An examination of the statistics 
shows that the larger part of the 85 
per cent increase was in states that 
have restrictions as high or higher 
than the federal child labor law. It 
was a contemptible piece of work and 
we are informed that government 
funds paid for the publicity.” 

Charging that the statisticg made 
public are misleading, Mr. Clark 
said “We might compare the tourists 
in Florida during the first quarter 
of 1923 with those _—— during the 
second quarter and state that there 
was a per cent decrease in Florida 
tourist business. It would be just as 
logical and fair as the recent compar- 
ison showing 85 per cent increase in 
child labor.”

Los Angeles, September 27.—Six- 
teen armed men, believed to be from

The responsibility for the mal- 
administration: of Justice—the de- 
lays in court procedure and often 
the miscarriage of justice, as well 
as the stimulation of th@*mob spirit 


by trial delays—were among the 


principal discussions before the 


American Bar association at its re- 


cept convention. 

There is no problem before the 
Amierican public today of greater 
importance than the maintenance of 
due respect for constituted authori- 
ty. as against the all-too-prevalent 
mob spirit; and nothing will con- 
tribute more to the elimination of 
the mob spirit than a stricter and 
a more geveral enforcement of all 
laws, not only to the point of ar- 
résting those charged with offenses, 
bat the expedition of the court sys- 
tem by which the violators may be 
punished according to law, and the 
innocent freed from suspicion and 
punishment. 

Recently there have been some 
heartening instances of speedy trial 
in Georgia, and all court officials 


-and the lawyers at the bar are to 


be commended when orderly proc- 
esses of expedition are encouraged, 
rather than the Irritating, mob-en- 
couraging tactics of obstructing Jus- 
tice. 

Judges on the bench and lawyers 


at the bar, however, are not alto- 


gether to blame for the maladminis- | 


tration of justice. Indeed, congress 
is more to blame for the present 
slow, expensive and _ unscientific 
methods that encourage criminality 
than are the lawyers. The fact is 
lawyers are tied hand and foot by 
a‘ hodgepod of conflicting,: rigid 


statutes enacted by the legislative |

BACKING THE UNION. 


The status of the pressmen’s 
strike in New York City, by which 
the leading daily newspapers of New 
York and Brooklyn are tied up by 


the action of a’ local union that has 
been outlawed by the International, 
even to the extent of revoking the 
local’s charter, illustrates perhaps 
the first instance where an interna- 
tional union has been sustained and 
fortified by the employing element 
in the controversy. 

The fact is the local union’s action 
in calling a strike, and which threw 
2,000 men idle upon the streets, was 
taken on the g@te of only 300 men, 
175 of tuating Juniors, in abrupt 
violation of a sacred contract with 
the publishers, and in contravention 
to and defiance of the local union’s 
covenant with and’ obligation to the 
international union. 

The president of the International 
promptly repudiated the acts of the 
local ynion, and that repudiation 
was suStained by local unions 
throughout the United States. 

Two days ago President Berry of 
the international called for volun- 
teers or assignments of men that 
could be spared from locals outside 
of New York to go to that city and 
report to the international for 
service. 

They are rapidly moving into that 
city from all sections, and the com- 
bined paper carrying the heads of 
all the newspapers affected by the 
strike has now doubled In size, car- 
rying 16 pages. 

In the meantime striking press- 
men are aSking for reinstatement 


to recognize the international’s pres- 
ident. 

This the publishers are flatly re- 
fusing, and though they could re- 
store their normal pressroom facill- 
ties at once with thelr own men, 
they are sacrificing the revenues, 
and shouldering the continued heavy 
losses, In an unconditional and un- 
‘compromising loyalty to the inter- 
national union of pressmen. 

In this a precedent is being estab- 
lished that illustrates a closer work- 
ing relationship between employing 
and employee elements, and may be 
a heartening circumstance in future 
negotiations. 

Major Berry, president of the !n- 
ternational, has made the following 
statement: 

“Men are coming In freely. More- 
over, in my judgment, 85, if not 90 
per cent of the web pressmen in New 
York City are as clean as a hound’s 
tooth, are as clean men as are to be 
found in America. The only thing 
against them is they permitted the 
construction of a machine in the hands 
of destructive irresponsibles because 
of their failure to attend union meet- 
ings. 

“This is best exemplified by the fact 
that 300 men, 175 of them juniors, 
voted this strike that put 2,000 men 
on the street. The defective machin- 
ery to which I make reference pre- 
sents itself in that the juniors of this 
organization ran the organization, 
which is a different state of affairs 
than obtains in any other organization 
of web pressmen in America.”

Revolution. 


Fifty thousand people have been 
put to death by the cheka or Russian 
secret, police since the revolution. 
That has been the price of the up 
heaval in human lives. The French 
revolution had a death-toll of 4,000 
according to the reliable historian, 
Michelet. When the Russians over- 
threw the czar and his bureaucracy 
the leaders set a machinery in motion 
over which they lost control.

Hungary entered the war with 
25,000,000 people, living in an area 
of 125,600 square miles—about the 
size in area of the states of Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky combined. 

Reduced by Treaty. 
The treaty of Trianon reduced her 


to 7,840,000 people, living in 35,600 
square miles—in area a little smaller 
than Indiana. 

Hungary now is a flat plain corn- 
try of southeastern Enrope, with in- 
sufficient) wood and coal, no water 
power and few raw materials, 

The Hungarian people are a harily 
and strong race. They are liberty- 
loving. The great Kossuth, the pa- 
triot, was a Hungarian. The Liberal 
Unitarian relixion came from Hun- 
gary. A etatue of,George Washing- 
ton adorns one of the _ principal 
squares of Budapest. This city of 
over a million people is one of the 
handsomest in all Europe. 

When the break-up of the old Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire came—October 
31, 1918—a revolution began the 
movement for a republic. King 
Charles abdicated a- few days later 
and Count Kanolym was proclaimed 
provisional president. Disorder fol- 
lowed and a bolshevik government, 
headed by Dela Kuhn, was set up 
March 22, 1919. It, too, was swept 
away, with the help of the Ru- 
manians, just 122 days later. A na- 
tional government was re-established. 
Flections were held in January and 
February. .1920. ‘The conservatives 
won. Admiral Horthy was appoint- 
ed “regent protector of the Magrar 
republic.” But on March 23, 1920, 
the government declared Hungary a 
monarchy. Since then the iron hand 
of Horthy has been in complete con- 
trol of every activity of Hungarian 
life. King Charles made two unsue- 
cessful attempts to regain the throne. 
Liberty of spech, free assemblage and 
press have been suspended. Newep.- 
pers have been confiscated. Parlia- 
ments have been dismissed. Milita- 
rism holds absolute sway. Budapest 
is swarming with well-dressed mili- 
tary officers. e 

From Critcial Viewpoint. 

Now, let’s look at Hungary a lit- 
tle more critically: 

Unlike Belgium. she had few in- 
vestments before the war, outside of 
the old dual monarchy. Each year 
she purchased a little more outside 
of Hungary than she sold. Her prin 
cipal imports were cotton, iron, m1- 
chinery, leather and chemicals, while 
she exported grains, food and some

manufactured articles. But Hungary 


was able to borrow money outside, 
and so was able to pay the small ex- 


cess of imports over exports each 
year. She kept her international 
machinery of exchange—her money ~ 
at the gold point.

the largest in Europe. 

Since the war she has lost 75 per 
cent of her territory. She has svt 
been able to balance her imports and 
exports. Result—her trace is siow- 
ing down. The machinery is not 


per individual in Hungary. 

Based on tonnage, the record is 
bad. In 1921 she imported 2,220,000 
tons, while she exported 840,000 toLs. 
In 1922 she imported 3,360,000 tons, 
while she exported 1,400,000 tons. 
The percentage record so far in 1923 
is no better. These figures would in- 
dicate that Hungary, as at present 
organized, bas not demonstrated her 
ability to live, She is not paying her 
board bill in the family of nations. 

. Government Record. 

Her government record is no better. 
She is spending each year neurly 
three times her income from taxes. 
Her printing press has been pounding 
out new money almost constantly dur- 
ing the past five ears. 

Her public debt increased from 
$1,602,000,000, in 1914, to $2,909,000,- 
000 in 1918, an increase of 560 pe 
cent. Today her public debt 1s 65 
per cent of her estimated total wealth 

Her bank note circulation—her 
money—and deposits increased from 
$491,000,000 in 1914, with a gold re- 
serve of 53.5 per cent, to $13,444,000 
in 1920, with a gold reserve of less 
than 1-2 of 1 per cent. These figures 
are for the eld Austro-Hungarlan 
monarchy. 

It's the old, old story. The gold

flation, still higher prices and a slow- 
int down of production. 

Today Hungary has no eredit. She 
can néither sell her bonds within or 
without Hungary. Her military ex- 
penses are increasing. Her debt 
charges are larger than shecan pay, 
and her foreign trade is going down 
hill, because her ability to purchase 
is getting smaller each month. 

Money Presses Whirl. 

Her one and only recourse today 
consists in printing more and more 
paper money. In 1914, an American 
dollar would purchase five krones, © fn 
July, 1921,.I purchased 500 krones 
for $1.. This year, in July, I got 


The situation now is beyond the 
control of the authorities. They have 
tried hard but unsuccessfully. Indus- 
try cannot keep up with the deprecia- 
tion of the Hungarian krone. 

Count Bethlen, the prime minister, 
in April of this year, presented the 
sad case of Hunvary to the attention 
of the league of nations. They have 
appointed a committee to investigate 
and report back. 

“If you will read this pees care- 
fully,” said Count Bethlén to me. 
“vou will see that Hungary has tried 
very hard to make good. But with- 
out help, we cannot go much further.” 

I believe the prime minister is 
right. Hungary alone cannot elimh 
back. She has been too sick and she 
is too weak. 

Middle Classes Gone. 

The middle classes of Hungary are 
gone. Schools are closing, tuberci.o- 
sis is spreading. Three hun.lrel 
horses a day were being killed in Bu- 
dapest in July for meat. 

Poverty and distress is falling on 
all elasses with crushing weight. In 
winter, with little or no fuel, the suf- 
fering during the past five years has 
been partcularly pitiful. . 

Hungary, alone, I do not think, can 
survive. She will sink on down inty 
the quicksand of debt. 

Perhaps the league of nations may 
help undo the folly and depravity of 
maninhis hour of triumph, such os 
it has tried to do in Austria. Alonz 
some such lines lies Hungary’s hope.

THE QUESTION OF DIVORCE

The divorce question comes within 
the social teachings of the Savior. 
Jesus is the only voice that dares to 
speak to this age, in which one of 
every ninth marriage ends in divorce. 
Matrimony begins at the altar of 
the church and ends at the bar of the 
court. It should only end at the bier. 
Right marital relationships will never 
exist until Christ’s social teachings 
on divorce become authoritative. 
“Whosoever putteth away his wife, 


and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery ; and whosoever marrieth her 
that is put away from her husband 
committeth adultery.” However, 
Christ makes one exception. “But 
I say unto you, That whosoever shall 
put away his wife, saving’ for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her to 
commit adultery: and whosoever 
shall marry her that is divorced com- 
mitteth. adultery.” 

These are delicate quotations. They 
do not need explanation. They need 
interpretation in the life of modern 
society. Any one who reads can in- 
terpret these social sayings. What 
the world needs is an actual 
pretation in the everyday married life 
of our American homes. 

The divorce evil has a social sig- 
nifigance. There is something more 
to be considered than the breaking of 
a legal contract. This ‘selfish act in- 
volves the unhappiness of others, 
while not fully guaranteeing the 
happiness of the contracting parties. 
It affects society as a whole, It 
weakens the morality of the com- 
munity. It makes sacred things un- 
sacred. There are very few instances 
when it has helped a bad situation. 

While. society has to suffer the con- 
sequence, it is in the immediate 
family where the heaviest pay is de- 
manded. No father and mother care 
anything about the distinction of hav- 
ing their married children divorced 
and remarried. The little children of 
the home carry the brunt of the blun- 
der.. While this is an age in which 
such things are looked upon lightly, 
the blush still remains on the faces 
of innocent children. If the social 
eachings of Jesus on the subject of 
divorce have no authority, for the 
snke of the children in the home, pa- 
rents should “make up” instead of 
separating. 

Such divorces, “while highly _ es- 
teemed among men, are an abomjna- 
tion unto the Lord.”

In its course this 
war had involved the British empire 
and all Europe; it had finally drawn 
the United States into the conflict 
and had penetrated in some degree 
into every corner of the earth either 
by sea or by land. 

The chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the senate traces 
the doctrine from its genesis in the 
notebook to John Quincy Adams 
through its part In the last peace 
conference up to the present. He 
goes to authorities of unbiased opin- 
ion for facts on that much disputed 
question as to the part which Adams 
and Monroe played in preparing the 
doctrine. 

The adoption of the reservation to 
the .covenant of the league of nations 
on the Monroe Doctrine “with marked 
brevity declares the attitude of the 
United States in regard to it,” writes 
Senator Lodge, who points out the 
places in history where the famous 
doctrine has been effective and shows 
that the reservation came after the 
British delegation to the peace con 
ference bad taken it upon themselves 
to explain the insertion of Article 21, 
dealing with the Monroe Doctrine, 
into the covenant.

Neill leave the chair several times 
and once or twice do so when called 
by Representative Stewart. At these 
times, said the witness, Mr. Stewart 
had what looked like a list of names 
in his hand, but of course he was too 
far away, in the gallery of the house, 
to see this exactly. 

He denied that he had ever used, 
‘or had attempted to use, any influ- 
ence he might have with Speaker 
Neill or President Carswell in making 
legislative committee appointments of 
any character. 

Referring to charges made on the 
stand by J. J. Holloway, former state 
oil inspector, that audits of the de- 
partment’s books were unnecessary 
expense to the state. Mr. Brown said 
that the audit in reference was made 
when Mr. Holloway was leaving the 
position and it was merely good busi- 
ness to properly check the accounts 
when one man was going out and an- 
other in. 

He said this system of audits was 
authorized by the governor and was 
first used when Marvin P. Roane 
left the position, to be succeeded by 
Mr. Holloway. The first of these 
audits cost approximately $2,000 he 
said, and the second, which covered 
a much shorter period or time, about 

00. 


Denies Holloway’s Charge. 

Mr. Brown denied in full Mr. Hol- 
loway’s charge that Le had told 
Holloway nct tp press certain matters 
against the oil companies for fear 
they would raise money to be used 
against him in his camyaign for re- 
election. He sajd be discussed the 


question of reimburs:ng oil companies 
their inspection fees on oil that was 
reshipped out of the state, saying it 
would be unfair to nay ccrporation or 
company to exact double taxation on 
any of its product. 


Discussing differences between him- 
self and Mr. Holloway in regard to 
the latter’s leaving ihe post of state 
oil inspector, Mr. Brown said that 
they were entirely in coonection with 
the performance of Mr. Holloway’s 
work and that there was nothing 
whatsoever personal between them. 
In fact, he said, ag far as he knew, 
they are good friends today. He said 
the main point of difference was on 
the question of whether Holloway, 
as state oil inspectur, should spend 
most of his time out in the field, 
watching for infractions of the law 
by local inspectors or 01] vompanies, or 
in the office. Mr. Brown said that, 
inasmuch as a bookkeeyer had been 
provided to look after the office reec- 
ords, he believed the inspector should 
spend the greater part of his time 
outside. 


He said, that after careful study, 
he was of the opinion that present 
gaso'line inspection laws are inade- 
quate to properly protect consumers. 
He said he had sought for three years 
to get the legislature to amend the 
law to provide for the d‘stillation test 
in addition to present tests and-had 
hopes that the eat bill, which does 
this and which is pending in the 
house, having passed the senate, would 
become law. 


Not to Produce Revenue. 


Mr. Brown pointed out that the 
half cent per gallon fee charged the 
oid companies was for inspection pur- 
poses, and was not designed to pro- 
duce a revenue to the state, Never- 
theless, above all cost of inspection, 
he pointed out that this fee has put 
an average of more than quarter of 
it million dollars into the state treas- 
ury every year. 


Tt would be impossible to protect 
the public with any smaller force 95f 
oil inspectors than at present e1n- 
ployed, he stated. He cited cases 
where gasoline had been found in 
kerosene tank cars and said that if ;t 
was not for the alertness of inspec- 
tors, It was probable that this F16y- 
line would have been sold at retail 
for kerosene, With probable resttus

He also cited a case where the de- 
partment had discovered that an o'} 
company was behind in its payments 
to the state to the amount of $19. 
000. Under cross-examination he said 
this was the Loving Oil Co., of 
Americus. He admitted that the cause 
of the delinquent payment was un- 
doubtedly negligence on the part of 
the State oil inspector and the {o- 
cal inspector at Americus. He said 
no legal action to recover this money 
had been begun yet, it having de- 
veloped that the member of the firm 
who would have to pav this sum 
was entirely innocent of any knowl- 
elze of the case, and that it had 
heen decided to allow him reasonable 
time to make good the deficiancy. . 

The cominissioner also suggested 

1¢ would be advisable sa to 
amend the law as to allow for inspec- 
tion of lubricating oils. Sas 


Reduction of Revenue. 


Asko| what would be the economic 
result of anv reduction in the nuro- 
ber of oil inspectors, he said that 
1€ would undoubtedly result in a re- 
duction of revenue to the state, as 
well as a reduction in protection to 
the consumers of gasoline and kero- 
sene. This economic loss would be 
especially true, he said, sinee the prs- 
sage of the new law putting a tnres 
cent per gallon tax on gasoline. lhe 
loss would come about in the increase 
In the amount of “hootlezged” gaso- 
line, or gasoline which came into the 
State without paying any tax, he 
said. 

Asked about the number of fertili- 
zer inspectors, he said there were six 
full time men, who worked twive 
months in the year, while there were 
forty short term inspectors who were 
employed for two months durinz the 
season of heavy fertilizer shipments. 
Even with this force. he stated, last 
Year there were at least three thoti- 
sand requests for fertilizer inspec- 
fons that it was physically Impos- 
sible for the inspectors to make ke- 


lizer on his land. 
Defends Gallowoy. 


The long term inspectors, he naid, | 


not only made necessory fertilizer in- 
spections throughout the vear. nut 
also sampled 
arsenate sent to the state. He stated 
that Wiley Galloway. one of these 
men, was engaged in this work dur- 
ing the past session of the legisla- 
ture. It has been charzed that he de- 
votes too much of ins time. while 
the assem)lv is in session, to political 
activity. The commixioner presented 
in evidence a sheaf of special inspec- 


tions made by the inspector during | 


the last legislative session. 

Mr. Olive, defense attorney, asked 
Mr. Brown if he remembered the 
statement, made hy Representative 
Stewart on the fldor of the house.

Market Bulletin Found. 


Chairman Lankford asked Mr. 
Brown to explain how it was that 
a subscription vrice of 19 cents had 
at one time been charged for che 
Market Bulletin. 


At the time, about two years ago, 
the commisioner replied, the money 
necessary to print and circulate tle 
bulletin was not avilable because 
there was no appropriation. The 
popularity of the bniietin was such. 
however, that he pariicularly desired 
to continue it. In order to do this 
they asked the federa! ywostoffice de- 
‘partment for a ruling on the acceft- 


found they could do this, with federal 
approval, by making an annual rvb-

scription charge of 10 cents. In or- 
der to avoid the cost of mailing cut 
requests for subscriptions, the de- 
partment asked the oi', fertilizer and 
other inspectors to secure a number 
of subscriptions. He said undoubt- 
edly some of the inspectors sent in 
their own personal checks for a block 
of subsecriptions and then failed to 
collect the individdal 10 cents for 
these, in which. case the subscription 
would be complimentary on the part 
of the inspector. 


However, said Mr. Brown, a tater 
appropriation by the cislature made 
it umpecessary to continue this sys- 
tem. 


Asked by Representative Galloway 
as to refunds on fertilizer shipments, 
which have been made to many farm- 
ers, Mr. Brown said these were all 
made because the department had dis- 
eovered either a shortage in weight 
or a failure to reach the guaranteed 
analysis. 

Expense Vouchers. 

Under cross-examination, the prose- 
cution sought to bring out the metb- 
od by which expense vouchers are ap- 
proved for payment. Mr. Brown said 
the receipts for the individual items 
are kept in his office as they are the 
only protection to show that the ex- 
penses are legitimate. The itemized. 
statement is sent to the governor's of- 
fice for payment. 

Asked who would be responsible if 
an expense voucher was issued with- 
out the proper receipts, he said the 
warrant clerk in the governor's office 
and the governor. : 

He was then asked how the war- 
rant clerk was to seg these expense 
receipts if they are kept in his 
(Brown's) office and he replied: 

“By walking around and asking to 
see them.” 


Mr. Brown then referred to the fact 
that »the expense accounts. of 
Holloway while he was state oi] in- 
spector, were the only ones he ha 
ever heard of being paid from the 
governor's office without approval of 
the head of the department. Asked if 
he could tell how this condition came 
about, he said he did not know pesi- 
tively, but he “had a good idea.” He 
did not enlarge upon this, however, 
the question being ruled out. 

Assistant Attorney T. R. Gress, con- 
ducting the prosecution, sought to 
prove that T. J. Hudson had sold 
fertilizer to the eaperimental farm 
in south Georgia. Mr. Brown readily 
admitted this. He was then asked if 
this was not in violation of the law, 
which requires that ewjloyees of the 
department shall nut be employed by 
any fertilizer company. 

Not in Department. 

The commissioner replied that Mr. 
Hudson was not employed by his de- 
partment in any capacity. He said 
that he was a member of the board of 
entomology, but that was a position 
not controlled by the department and 
Mr. Hudson was appointed to the 
place by Governor Hardwick. 

Questioned about the campaign 

fund which employees of the depart- 
ment raised among themselves to as- 
sist in his reelection, Mr. Brown said 
he knew nothing of it personally, did 
not know who contributed and who 
did not, but frankly admitted that he 
was gratified at this action on their 
part. 
Following Mr. Brown on the stand, 
Albert Sharp, state fire marsha, 
said that proper inspection of gaso- 
line and oil brought into the state 
was important as a_ preventative 
against fires. He said that 73 fires 
had been caused this year through 
eareles handling of these products. 
He said he could not recommend any 
reduction in the number of oil in- 
spectors, as he believed there ought 
to be one available at every recelv- 
ing point where tank cars are re- 
ceived, 

At the morning session, time was 
largely taken up with the first part 
of Mr. Brown's testimony. 

Defend Brown. 

President Carswell’ and Speaker 
Neill. both went on the witness stand 
and swore that they had not spoken 
with Mr. Brown on the last day of 
the session, or that they had ever 
had any conference with him in re- 
spect to the membership of the com- 
mittee. 

President Carswell stated that Sen- 
ator W. R. Hodges, who led the sen- 
ate fight against the department, 
would have been named on the com- 
mittee bu for his personal request 
that he be left off. Mr. Sarsweli 
stated that he did know he. had se- 
lected an honest committee that will 
do its full duty, and “I have no 
apologies to offer.” 

Mr. Neill testified that he Fad nev- 
er. been in a conference w'th Mr. 
Brown in his life. He said, also, 
that he was not with President Cars- 
well on the last night of the session. 
Referring to the testimony o: Rep- 
resentative E. H. MeMichbael. of Mar- 
ion county, that Wiley Galloway, 4 


fertilizer inspector, was generally re- 
ferred to as the speaker's “Man Fri- 
day.’ Mr. Neill said: 

“Galloway has been my __ loyal 
friend for twelve years. Ocvasionally 
during the legislature le helped me 
check up on my pages and doorkeep- 
ers. He acted ptrely as my friend 
and received no pay for his services.” 

Received No Pay. 

Fred Bridges, assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, testified Thurs- 
day that. during the t me while he 
was reading clerk of the heuse, he 
had received no pay from th: depart- 
ment. In order to refute the charges 
of “political machine” which have 
been made against the department, 
Mr. Bridges compiled a list of 70 
employees of the department who did 
not contribute to Mr. Brown's cam- 
paign fund but who still reta'n thgir 
positions. He said ao employee: had 
been discharged for failure to con- 
tribute. 

Representative Stewart was 
present at the hearings on [Lursday. 
It was reported that he had gone 
to Savannah to see Grover Fdmond- 
son, with the purpose of securing the 
documentary evidence which he “has 
stated he has aguinst the depurtment, 
but which js in the Lands of Mr. 
Edmondson, as his attorney.
